Ernest Miller of San Francisco Is 
the champion egg-eater of the world, 
lie has Jnsl proved hla right to tho 
title by devouring seventy-eight eggs 
at ono meal, soya the New York Jour¬ 
nal.

FINE TREE PRODUCTS 


The sawmill follows In iho wake of 
Iho turpentine gatherer. 

The cones of certain species of pine 
arc sometimes eaten as food. 

A kin lo afford lot) barrels of tar 
should burn nbout eight or nine days. 

The Inner bark of Iho pine tree Is In 
certain sections of the country made 
Into rope. 

The yellow pine Is one of the most 
valuable woods of the country, nnd Is 
used largely for nhlplmlldlng and house 
timber. 

The yellow pine tree often attains n 
height ut seventy feet and upward, 
'hough rarely more than Iwo feet In 

diameter. 

An essentlnl oil obtained by distilla¬ 
tion of the leaves or needles has medi¬ 
cinal virtues attributed to It by some 
German pmetltlonara. 

Immense quantities of the "pitch 
Pine" grown In the Southern states tire 
exported to Great Britain nnd the West 
Indies, It Is very durable and polishes 
well. 

In Kumsclmika the inner burk uf the 
pine Is macerated In water, then 
pounded and made Into a hind of sub¬ 
stitute for bread, without any admix¬ 
ture of flour. 

The "loblolly" pluo of the back¬ 
woodsman grows on the Southern 
"pine barrens." Il grows eighty or 
ninety feet high, sometimes having a 
girth of six or eight feci. 

There is n species ol plno tree which 
grows in California, and known as the 
giant pine, or sugar pine, which la tint 
largest of the pluo genus, often rising 
with a trunk
